Schools sit for 
limited ‘choice’ plan

Romulus Community Schools 
Board of Education members 
voted unanimously last week to 
offer limited Schools of Choice 
opportunities for out-of-district 
students for the 2006-07 school 
year. 

Schools of Choice is a 
statewide initiative that allows 
districts to open up enrollment 
for outside students. The pro¬ 
gram was created to encourage 
competition among schools. 

The new program will be 
offered only at Merriman and 
Halecreek elementary schools. 
Kindergarten through sixth 
graders living in Wayne County 
would be eligible to enroll, and if 
accepted, would be able to com¬ 
plete school through the 12th 
grade in Romulus. 

About 49 positions at the 
schools will be opened to out-of¬ 
district students at the two facili¬ 
ties, according to district esti¬ 
mates. 

Carl Weiss, the superinten¬ 
dent of Romulus Community 
Schools, said the time was right 
for a test program. 

“We’re going to see how it goes 
and then take another look at 


this later this year,” he said. 
‘There are a limited number of 
openings.” 

Out of district students - 
through a Schools of Choice pro¬ 
gram or non-residents who have 
not disclosed where they live - 
have been a sore point for 
Romulus residents. 

Last year, about 100 parents 
attended a school board meeting 
after published reports indicated 
that several students attending 
classes at Romulus High School 
might not live within school dis¬ 
trict boundaries. Many residents 
expressed anger that non-resi¬ 
dents from communities that pay 
lower taxes were taking advan¬ 
tage of services at the district, 
while they pay for it 

But Weiss, who was hired this 
spring to replace Joel Carr, who 
vehemently opposed Schools of 
Choice, said the district needs to 
do what they’re neighbors are 
doing to maintain enrollment 
levels. 

“All of the other districts in 
the area are doing this, and we 
need to make sure we keep up 
with our neighbors,” he said. 
“We’re surrounded by districts 
that are offering choice, and

Candidates vying for two 
statewide offices are confident 
voters will respond to their efforts 
to win a state representative or 
senate seat when they file into the 
polls next Tuesday. 

Two Republicans campaigning 
for the open District 8 are Fred 
Kalsic (R-Taylor) and Guy 
Addison Rupert (R-Southgate). 
The top vote getter will face 
incumbent State Senator Ray 
Basham (D-Taylor). District 8 is 
made up of the cities of Romulus, 
Wayne, Allen Park, Ecorse, 
Lincoln Park, Melvindale, 
Riverview, Southgate, Taylor and 
Wyandotte. 

Kalsic — who has run for state 
representative and county com¬ 
missioner in the past — said he’s 
confident a Republican with good 
ideas can win the District 8 seat 
despite its heavily Democratic 
roots. 

“I’m not a typical Republican,” 
he said. “I’m college educated 
and I have a blue-collar job, and 
I’m a member of a union, and

those things are more in line with 
the people in the district I’m for a 
small government and against 
reckless spending, and there 
aren’t very many people in 
Lansing that can say that” 

Kalsic also said people in the 
district that he’s talked to are 
more intrigued by his message 
than by his party. 

“People are not that easily 
boxed in,” he said. “I know 
Republicans who - if they ever 
went into a country club - would 
either be the busboy or the wait¬ 
er.” 

In District 22 (Taylor and 
Romulus), incumbent State Rep. 
Hoon-Yung Hopgood (D-Taylor) 
will compete against Democratic

challenger Ken Johnson. The top 
vote getter will then take on Ben 
Armstrong (R-Taylor). 

Johnson — who has the extra 
burden of running against an 
incumbent — said he’s not con¬ 
cerned about a lack of name 
recognition in Romulus. 

“I think things are so bad at a 
statewide level that people are 
seriously starting wonder what 
they’re getting from our represen¬ 
tation,” he said. “People that I 
have had a chance to talk to say 
they’re dissatisfied. They’re strug¬ 
gling with (increased utility) bills, 
gas prices, (and) job security. 
Things are really bad out there.” 

Both districts are heavily 
Democratic, with less than 50 per¬

cent voting for Republicans in the 
last two elections. 

Fbr his part, Hopgood said he’s 
confident his constituency will 
turn out the vote in his favor 
Tuesday. 

“We’re just encouraging peo¬ 
ple to get out there and vote,” he 
said. ‘This is an important elec¬ 
tion, and I’m comfortable with the 
job I’ve done so far 

“I don’t think you can ever 
relax too much in the final days of 
campaigning, though,” he added. 
“I’ll still be working to get out the 
vote.” 

The city has reported no 
changes in polling locations for 
this election.

Area artists will soon hit the streets as 
they bring their work and skills to the 
area during the annual Belleville Art 
Colony.

Linda Norman, the director 
of senior services, said the cen¬ 
ter is open to anyone who 
needs to fmd a way to beat the 
heat 

“We did this once before, 
and it was well-received,” she 
said. “But it wasn’t anywhere 
near as hot I saw on TV where 
they were telling people to go to 
the mall or Meijer’s, and I 
thought our senior center 
would be more comfortable.” 

On Monday and Tuesday, 
temperatures reached record 
highs as thermometers reached 
98 and even 100 degrees. 
Norman said many seniors, 
who live on a fixed income are 
struggling with increased ener¬ 
gy costs, and are therefore not 
inclined to use fans and air con¬ 
ditioning. 

“I know at least one senior 
who lives alone and keeps her 
windows closed,” she said. “She 
doesn’t have air conditioning, 
and she won’t use a fan because 
she can’t afford to pay more for 
electricity. Hers is not an isolat¬ 
ed case.” 

Rates for natural gas and 
electricity have gone up for 
everyone, and the decision was 
made early on to utilize the 
center on hot days, Norman 
said. 

“Things are so tough right 
now; people are getting laid 
off,” she said. 

Participants will need to pro¬ 
vide transportation to and from 
the center 

Though beverages are avail¬ 
able, residents will be asked to 
provide their own food. 
Children will need to be super¬ 
vised by an adult and no pets 
are allowed, Norman said.

another charter school opening 
near one of our facilities could 
take more. We need to use every 
tool at our disposal to hold on to 
students. If we didn’t do that, 
we’d have to look at closing 
buildings.” 

During the past five years, the 
district has lost about 750 stu¬ 
dents. Weiss said several factors 
have contributed to the drop, 


including the proliferation of 
charter schools and Schools of 
Choice. He also said the loss of 
families leaving the state to seek 
work elsewhere has siphoned off 
the number of families living in 
the district 

The sagging enrollment 
directly affects the district bot¬ 
tom line because the district is 
provided a foundation grant for 
each student That money leaves 
with a student if they depart for a 


new school. District estimates 
indicate that Schools of Choice 
will bring in about $350,000 to the 
district 

Board Member Celeste 
Roscoe said it made sense to 
open Halecreek and Merriman 
because of new construction. 

“A lot of this had to do with 
requests we’ve received requests 
from that area,” she said. “We 
have some subdivisions that are 
being built within walking dis¬ 


tance to Halecreek, where 
enrollment is low anyway. There 
are some students that can walk 
there, but are being bused else¬ 
where because that’s technically 
part of the Woodhaven District” 
Roscoe said expanding the 
program is not being discussed at 
this time. “We’ll see if how it 
goes,” she said. “I know people 
are concerned about it I person¬ 
ally don’t think I’d like to see it 
expand.”

Voters in van Buren Township should remember one thing when 
they decide who will best fill out a vacant term on the board of 
trustees:

It’s always 
good to see different people involved in politics, but for now Clair is 
the smarter choice.

Subtle, but still a start 

Sometimes, change is subtle. 

That’s the case in the City of Wayne, where officials have implanted 
the first of several recommendations to come from the Andrews 
University study. 

The recommendation is a relatively simple one: to reinstate on street 
parking in some sections of the downtown core. The Wayne 2020 com¬ 
mittee last week greeted the change enthusiastically. It would allow for 
parking on: the north side of Park Street, between Biddle Street and the 
Communily Living Services (CLS) property; the east and west sides of 
Biddle Street from Main Street to Michigan Avenue; the south side of 
Park Street from Newberry Street to the CLS property; and the north 
side of Veterans Drive from Second Street to the cul-de-sac. 

Like we said, it’s pretty subtle. 

It’s an important foundation to put in place, though, that will help pay 
dividends should the city act on the remainder of the proposal, which 
will help them build a new downtown core. On street parking was one of 
the main things that helped contribute to a walkable neighborhood— 
which is what the study and implementation phases seeks to create 
between the two sides of Michigan Avenue. 

It’s the first thing businesses look for when they decide how much 
space they need. It helps slow down traffic because it is a natural calm¬ 
ing effect It helps promote business in a couple of ways, too: it makes 
the city look busier, more viable and customers tend to walk to more 
than one location once they find a good parking spot on the street 

City officials said they would encourage parking at those locations, 
too, in hopes that nearby facilities use them. 

It’s been a while since the study has been completed. The students 
from the architectural program visited Wayne nearly a year ago, fin¬ 
ished up their proposal in December, polished it soon after that and 
delivered the glossy results to the city earlier this year 

By itself, the document is a lengthy thing to go through. The recom¬ 
mendations there will take years to take on, much less finish and there’s 
a great potential that this valuable study will get lost in the interim. 

Hopefully, this subtle change will lead to more, though. It brings a rel¬ 
atively quick success to the long process, showing that city officials 
intend to do more with it 

Like we said, it’s a subtle change, but a positive one. We hope to see 
more in the future.

The recall of five members of the Van Buren 
Public School Board is now in the hands of voters. 

The language for the petition was approved 
recently by the Wayne County Board of Election. 
However, voters won’t see the question on the ballot 
until the November election at the earliest The 
group supporting the recall must gather enough sig¬ 
natures to support the removal of school board 
members Robert Coutts, Toni Hunt Keith Johnston, 
Ralph Nodwell and Martha Toth. 

Ron Yurchak, who heads the recall group, said 
he doesn’t have children in the school district but 
he’s looking at the issue from the angle of what 
‘people like him’ can afford in taxes. 

Yurchak also said the board members continue 
to pursue plans for a new high school and other 
upgrades after the bond issues continue to fail. He 
said these failed ballots have cost in excess of 
$25,000 for election costs and other expenditures of 
time and resources that could have gone to educa¬ 
tion. 

Good point, those funds could have most defi¬ 
nitely gone to education (or toward new high school 
upgrades). Does that mean the recall group doesn’t 
support better facilities for the school district? 

School board members said they’re not sur¬ 


prised about the way this topic 
is being handled or that the 
petition language was 
approved. 

Hunt said, “A recall can say 
anything as long as the language is clear and just 
because it got approved, doesn’t mean it’s true 
because it’s not” School officials do not currently 
continue to pursue plans for a new high school, she 
said. 

Hunt also asked if residents “could afford their 
community to go down the tubes?” 

Also true. Is this recall the real answer to the 
new facilities question? 

I don’t think so. I still believe the need is there 
for a new high school and upgrades to the facilities. 

The recall group said they will start to host meet¬ 
ings about their position to remove the five school 
board members from office. Anyone is welcome to 
attend and contribute to the cause, according to 
Yurchak. 

School board members said it’s ultimately the 
voters choice. 

Whichever side residents decide to join, remem¬ 
ber the true issues at stake: children and their edu¬ 
cational future.

‘There will be a talent producer 
and a film crew taping every act,’ 
said Robbins. 

In the weeks following the 
audition, the producers of the 
show will review the tapes from 
the talent search in Westland as 
well as from similar events from other areas of the 
country. The acts they deem the best will be invited 
to New York for an appearance on the Late Show.

sense. Mann needs 
to stick to directing. 

The plot is another story. Tb start, Mann 
plops the audience down in a crowded 
Miami dance club with no clue to what is 
going on or who anybody is except Crocket 
and Tubbs. It’s confusing whether Miami’s 
best are after a prostitution ring or a 
human trafficking boss or both.

Those events push the two oversized 
suit-wearing undercover cops on the hunt 
for a Cuban international drug and 
weapons trafficker, Montoya (Luis Tosar), 
and to figure out where the leak sprung 

True identity and fabrication become 
blurred as Crocket and Tubbs get too 
involved with the case, putting their 
friends and loved ones at risk. The story¬ 
line also includes some killers who 
are members of the Aryan 
Brotherhood and 


a mid-level drug 

boss, Jose Yero (John Ortiz), who doesn’t 
trust Crocket and Tubbs from the start 

To make things even more difficult, 
Crocket falls for Isabella, Montoya’s wife, 
thickening the dangerous undercover plan 
and pulling him further into the crime 
world. 

The plot moves slower than expected 
leaving only fast cars, fast planes and even 
faster boats to carry the film from one 
scene to the next until the final shootout 
where all hell breaks loose. But after sift¬ 
ing through a garbled script and plot and 
deciphering bad lines, even that isn’t 
enough of a reward for moviegoers. 

The Miami sun is hot but not as gruel¬ 
ing as the script that casts a shadow on 
Mann’s brilliant directing I have a feeling 
that if the film had any other title than 
Miami Vice it would have been sizzling. 
But there is little that will knock audi¬ 
ences’ socks off here.

Miami Vice is aptly named. 

The film version of the 1980s television 
drama grabs hold and doesn’t let go. 

Unfortunately, it’s the same grip as a 
machinist’s vice—painful if caught in it 

The only saving grace is the direction of 
Michael Mann, who was the executive pro¬ 
ducer of the original 80s-era “Miami Vice” 
television show. Mann is the same man 
who brought the movie-viewing world 
Heat, which places A1 Pacino and Robert 
DeNiro—two of this era’s greatest actors— 
on the same screen at the same time, and 
the more recent and exceptionally made 
Collateral with Tom Cruise and Jamie 
Fbxx. 

In Collateral, Mann makes the seedy 
backstreets of Los Angeles almost seem 
beautiful and at times peaceful with his 
grainy, blurred style—a welcome contra¬ 
diction—much like the picture author Don 
DeLillo paints of New York in his book 
Cosmopolzs. 

However, the same techniques Mann 
used to make LA picturesque makes the 
filthy underbelly of the criminal world of a 
more beautiful Miami look even dirtier 
Mann is in top form with his unique 
style of directing, consisting of an 
arsenal of off-centered frames, 
odd angles, hand-held cam¬ 
era movements, inter¬ 
esting close- 


ups, blurred foregrounds and a dark 
and gritty atmosphere. He even con¬ 
tinues filming with a blood-spattered 
lens in one scene. 

He also deserves credit and respect 
for stripping the main characters, 
Miami detectives Sonny Crocket and 
Ricardo Tubbs, of their Reagan-era 
leisure suits with pastel undershirts 
sockless swaggers. Crocket, played by a 
greasy-haired Colin Farrell, and Foxx’s 
Tubbs still look dapper, but more up-to- 
date. The down side is: it’s hard to shake 
the image of Don Johnson and Philip 
Michael Thomas (the original Sonny and 
Rico) out of the picture. The movie could 
have easily gone the other way and 
become a cheesy spoof of the television 
original like the TV-tumed-to-big-screen 
Starsky & Hutch and The Dukes ofHazzard. 

The other downfall—and a pretty big 
one at that—is the script, which is also 
written by Mann—most of all the dialogue 
and its delivery. Most scenes sounded like 
the dialogue was floating up from the bot¬ 
tom of the Miami River while entrapped 
in cement while, at other times, charac¬ 
ters’ accents were too thick as they shout¬ 
ed over gunfire or roaring boat engines. 

Farrell, when you could actually under¬ 
stand him, sounded like he had a southern 
drawl and even Fbxx seemed to mumble 
his lines. Yet, and this was hard to figure 
out, most of the lines came out of 
nowhere like they were 
fractions from larger 
pieces of dialogue 
and made no

Comic books didn’t particular¬ 
ly fascinate Gary Reed when he 
was a child. 

He never really liked the idea 
of superheroes and when he got 
his master’s degree, his disserta¬ 
tion was in biology, not literature. 

Yet Reed, a Canton Township 
resident, helped launch several 
writers and illustrators with his 
independent publishing compa¬ 
ny in the 1990s and remains in 
demand as a writer himself. 

Reed owned a chain of four 
comic book stores in the 1980s, 
starting with Readers’ Exchange 
in Westland. 

“They started off as book 
stores,” said Reed. “I moved into 
comics because I wanted to 
attract kids.” 

Illustrators such as Guy Davis 
and Vince Locke would come 
around to check out the latest 
titles. When they had trouble 
finding publishers for their own 
work, Reed started Caliber 
Comics. Having dabbled with 
poetry and short stories in col¬ 
lege, Reed gave comic book writ¬ 
ing a shot, as well. 

An early effort, the series 
“Baker Street” which Reed co¬ 
created with Davis, got a lot of 
notice, including a nomination 


for a Harvey, tops in the comic 
world. 

“I said ‘Oh, this is easy.”’ Reed 
said. 

Caliber published more than 
1,300 titles before Reed got out of 
publishing in 2000. The owner 
contributed his fair share of 
material. 

“I was the fastest and cheap¬ 
est writer I knew,” he quipped. 

He gained more recognition 
on projects such as “Saint 
Germaine” and “Red Diaries,” a 
conspiracy thriller linking the 
death of Marilyn Monroe and the 
assassination of President John 
E Kennedy. Caliber Comics also 
gave birth to “The Crow,” which 
was eventually turned into a fea¬ 
ture film starring the late 
Brandon Lee. 

After a decade in the publish¬ 
ing world, though, Reed decided 
to get out. He sold his comic 
stores during that time, too, and 
began to focus more on teaching 
biology classes at Henry Ford 
Community College and 
Schoolcraft 

As comics and graphic novels 
have made headway into main¬ 
stream America—evidenced by 
the box office and critical suc¬ 
cess of the Spiderman franchise 
and smaller films such as A 
History of Violence or Road to 
Perdition —Reed’s work has gar¬ 


nered renewed interest from 
publishers. 

Two years ago, he signed a 
deal with a division of Simon 
and Schuster to reprint “Baker 
Street,” an alternative take on 
the Sherlock Holmes mysteries 
where punks rule London. 

Like his contemporaries, 
Reed’s novels and comics often 
venture into dark territory. 

“Evil fascinates me,” he said. 
“It’s hard to believe, because 
most people are good and then 
you see somebody like a Stalin or 
Hitler. To me, it’s inconceivable 
that people like that can actually 
exist, but there are so many of 
them.” 

Still, he added, “I always try to 
instill somewhere, that there’s 
hope.” 

One such example is “Saint 
Germaine,” where the title char¬ 
acter “steals people’s memo¬ 
ries—but he does it when they’re 
dying. Basically, he’s telling them 
they’re going to live forever” 

Reed was in Comic City in 
Canton last week signing copies 
of his newest book, a collection 
of the “Red Diaries” series. 
Another book, “Renfield,” with 
art by Galen Showman, is due 
out in November 

Working these days as a free¬ 
lancer, he’s free to focus on his 
family, teaching and choosing the 


projects he likes most Like a lot 
of graphic novelists, he remains 
an ambassador for the medium. 

“The thing I like about comics 
is it’s almost like directing 
movies,” said Reed. “You hav& 
the story there and pretty much 
tell it page by page, panel by 
panel, scene by scene,” he said. 
“It’s a great medium, comics, 
because you get to do...all the 
good parts of the writing 

Reed is in Chicago this week 


for the Wizard World comic con- 
ventioa He said the mainstream 
public has shown more interest 
in the medium, which has to 
overcome the stigma of being 
kid’s stuff. 

“To most people, comics are 
synonymous with superheroes,” 
he added, “and I don’t think they 
have to be.”

Jim Porterfield is not a baseball 
player, but he plays one on stage. 
Porterfield, a Northville resi¬ 


dent, is tasked with bringing to life 
one of the most legendary baseball 
players of all time—Honus 
Wagner—in an adaptation of 
Honus and Me, playing at the 
Purple Rose Theater in Chelsea 


“He was an amazing athlete, in 
terms of his speed, strength and 
skills,” Porterfield said. “He’s rec¬ 
ognized as one of the best athletes 
of all time.” 

The play, written by Steven 
Dietz, follows the adventures of a 
young boy who comes into posses¬ 
sion of the rarest treasures in the 
sports world—a Honus Wagner 
baseball card. To make matters 
even more interesting, this one is a 
magic card, according to Alan 
Ribant of the Purple Rose Theater 

“It brings the legendary base¬ 
ball player back to life,” he said. 

The youngster, an awkward boy 
having difficulties in life, receives 
some valuable life lessons from 
the sports icon. 

“He really identifies with him,” 
Porterfield said. 

Porterfield said he was thrilled 
to be offered the role. He did plen¬ 
ty of research into Wagner, through 
the internet and through Ken 
Burns’ documentary on the 
sport—the portion focusing on 
1900-1910 spotlights Wagner 

He’s kind of an interesting fig¬ 
ure,” he said. “He was a very 
beloved figure.

“He thought that was the right 
thing to do,” Porterfield said. 

A large part of preparing for the 
role involved looking the part, he 
said. Porterfield was an athlete at 
Northville High School in his 
day—he didn’t play baseball, but 
still holds the school record for the 
shot put event—but he thought 
some additional preparation was 
needed. 

‘The biggest thing I had to do 
was to get back in shape to at least 
give the impression of a world 
class athlete,” Porterfield said. “It 
was a couple of hard weeks.” 

Porterfield has been a profes¬ 
sional actor for about 20 years, and 
affiliated with the Purple Rose 
Theater for more than 10 of those. 
He has also appeared in television 
commercials that aired during the 
1980s and in industrial training 
videos. He left the business for a 
while and returned to it more than 
a decade ago. 

He makes his living as an actor 
now, and subsidizes it with his 
knowledge of trees—he’s a con¬ 
sulting arborist called in to asses 


the value of trees that have been 
damaged through vandalism, acci¬ 
dents or weather-related destruc¬ 
tion for the insurance industry. 

Honus and Me continues 
through Sept 2 at the theater, with 
a show every night. For more 
details, call the theater at (734) 433- 
ROSE. 

“It was originally written as a 
child’s play, but we’re doing it with 
an realistic approach,” Porterfield 
said.

Soon to expire grant helps 
physically impaired athletes

Soccer, swimming, hockey, 
golf and even martial arts are 
just some programs now avail¬ 
able for athletes with special 
needs. 

It’s all due, in part, to a 
county' grant that helps fund 
Therapeutic Recreation pro¬ 
grams throughout western 
Wayne County. 

The concept of therapeutic 
recreation isn’t new and nei¬ 
ther is the grant from the 
Wayne County Parks millage. 

Wayne County Department 
of Public Services Parks and 
Recreation Division provided 
$200,000 in funding for such 
programs from a grant begun 
in 2004. That funding estab¬ 
lished the Western Wayne 
County Therapeutic 

Recreation (WWCTR) that 
helps distribute money for the 
communities involved. 
Canton, Dearborn, Livonia, 
Northville, Plymouth, Van 
Buren, Wayne and Westland. 

Persons with disabilities 
are able to take part in various 
programs, events, activities 
and sports because of the 
grant 

Jessica Hohenburger, a cer¬ 
tified therapeutic recreational 
specialist, is the WWCTR 
Coordinator based at the 
Summit in Canton Township. 
She feels the grant money is 
extremely helpful in bringing 
these programs to those that 
need them. 

“Most of the programs pro¬ 
vided would not have been 
able to continue without the 
help of the grant money,” she 
said. “It also allows communi¬ 
ties to make the programs 
more affordable for partici¬ 
pants.” 

Some programs like the 
popular Adapted Swim 
Lessons and Sled Hockey 
hosted at the Summit and 
Arctic Edge in Canton would 
be hard to maintain without 
the help of the WWCTR pro¬ 


grams, she said. Others events 
like Here Fishy, Fishy, Fishy! 
(Aug. 12), which is offered 
through a combination of the 
Van Buren and Westland ther¬ 
apeutic recreation depart¬ 
ments along with the WWCTR 
and the WWCTR Canoe 
Outing (Sept 9) in conjunction 
with the Westland 
Therapeutic Recreation 
Program (TRP) are made 
more affordable ($13.50 and 
$15 respectively) for those in 
Wayne County wishing to par¬ 
ticipate. Costs are a little 
higher for non-residents. 

Westland Parks and 
Recreation, which just 
received an award for 
Excellence in Programming 
for “offering a variety of recre¬ 
ational activities and pro¬ 
grams for people with impair¬ 
ments in the West Wayne 
County community” from the 
Michigan Recreation and 
Park Association, has offered 
therapeutic recreation for 25 
years in one form or another, 
according to Westland 
Therapeutic Supervisor 
Margaret Martin. 

Four years ago, Westland 
TRP teamed up with Westland 
Special Olympics and created 
a golf class and golf team with 
cooperation with Westland 
Municipal Golf Course. Last 
year they formed the Motor 
City Eagles Power Soccer 
team that allows power wheel¬ 
chair users to play soccer with 
an oversized ball and nets on a 
basketball court. The 
Westland TRP also co-spon¬ 
sors the Westland Wizards 
Wheelchair Basketball team 
and the Warriors of Westland 
Sports Team for the Physically 
Impaired that includes prac¬ 
tice and competition in sports 
like track, field, bocce, swim¬ 
ming, bowling, slalom, 
weightlifting and rifle shoot¬ 
ing. 

“Some of the therapeutic 
recreational programs are a

Northville golfers dominate tour

Joseph James Szmadzinski (or JJ) and 
Kirsten FYeisen of Northville could be the 
next Tiger Woods and Annika Sorinstam 
playing in the Top 50 Jr. Tour 

The tour has three tour zones: central 
Michigan southeast Michigan, west 
Michigan. FYeisen plays in the southeast 
division while Szmadzinski participates in 
the southeast and west divisions. Each 
week, 50 student golfers from each tour 
zone play a qualifying round. Those who 
qualify at these weekly rounds, get an 
opportunity to play free tournament golf at 
public and private golf clubs around 
Michigan. 

Based on their order of finish in tourna¬ 
ment play, players earn player of the year 
points, which help them earn scholarship 
benefits for college. Currently, FYeisen is 
second overall in the girls 15 and younger 
southeast division with 428 player of the 
year points. Szmadzinski has earned 329 
player of the year points thus far in the 
southeast boys 15 and younger division, 
and 283 points in the west divisioa Besides 
participating in tour events, scholarship 
benefits can also be earned by writing 
essays on golf related topics, performing 
community service and having a strong 
grade point average. 

“The format of this tour makes it unique, 
especially with the scholarship opportuni¬ 
ties, said Daniel Thomas, director of the 
tour and a PGA professional. “At the end of 
the year, a player’s player of the year points 
are multiplied by their G.RA to determine 
the total value of their scholarship.” 

FYeisen and Szmadzinski have both 
been invited to play in the state champi¬ 
onship Aug. 7 at Flushing Valley Golf Club. 
The championship will be televised, 
according to Thomas. In the last two tour¬ 
naments in the southeast division, at 
Lakeland Golf & Country Club and Oak 
Pointe Country Club, Szmadzinski has shot 
an 82 and finished second at Oak Pointe 
with a 72. 

FYeisen shot a 202 at Lakeland and fin¬ 
ished first in her division at Oak Pointe 
with a 91. Szmadzinski also recently won a 
tournament at The Meadows Golf Club 
shooting a 74. FYeisen and Szmadzinski’s 
stroke averages during tournament play in 
the southeast division are a 77.4 and 99.33 
respectively. 

“Both Joe and Kirsten have outstanding 
futures in golf and I wish them well in the 
state championship and beyond,” Thomas 
said. 

Currently 14, Szmadzinski first learned 
his swing between the ages of 6 and 7 when 


his parents signed him up for a golf clinic 
at the Plymouth YMCA. In the past few 
years, Szmadzinski feels that he now really 
understands his the game and how to per¬ 
fect his swing thanks to club pro, Ted 
Talksson. 

“I enjoy playing in the Top 50 Tour 
because of the competition and the fact 
that everyone is so supportive. The tour 
directors and PGA pros are real role mod¬ 
els for me,” Szmadzinski said. 

Szmadzinski has played in a total of 13

City of Westland,” Martin said. “But the 
money from the county has definitely eased 
some of the pain for us.” 

The grant made it possible for Westland 
TRP to partner with the WWCTR to offer 
new programs like an adapted martial arts 
class for children available to all Wayne 
County residents, according to Martin. 

Van Buren township, on the other hand, 
did not have a strong therapeutic recre¬ 
ation program but that changed with the 
grant in 2004, according to Jennifer Morris, 
Van Burens’ deputy director of recreation 
and facilities. 

“We have offered a few therapeutic 
classes in the past but with this grant we 
can offer more activities,” she said. 

“A few times a year meetings are held 
for all communities in western Wayne to 
brainstorm ideas on what community 
would like to offer various therapeutic 
classes. We don’t want to compete with 
communities so the programs are varied at 
each recreation department” 

Hohenberger said the programs help on 
a variety of levels like increase social inter¬ 
action, self confidence, independence, 
stimulation and coordination, functioning 
of mind and body, motivation to take new 
risks and increase community integration 
skills.. 

“It is very important for people with dis¬ 
abilities to have leisure and recreation in 
their lives,” she said. “Sometimes they don’t 
adapt properly; these programs help. Also 
with these programs communities show an 
interest to provide for everybody in the 
community regardless of disability or not” 
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Members of The Victory Park Penguins sled hockey team, who take to the ice at the Arctic 
Edge in Cantonfor practice. 


“Parents are amazed to leam we have 
specific programs for children with special 
needs,” added Morris. “So they are pleased 
to find out their community they live in can 
offer such a range of programs. At Van 
Buren Township we believe in Access for 
All."Although the grant provides more 
funding for more programs, therapeutic 
recreation, on a whole, isn’t a new idea 
What is new is the fact that the grant that 
had helped enrich these programs will 
expire in September. The communities 
that take part in them are hoping for a 
renewal. 

Hohenberger is required to submit 
progress of the programs to the county. 

“The county will determine if and for 
how long to extend the grant,” she said. “I 
think there are enough people interested 


now and that would be disappointed if it is 
not renewed.” 

She said if it is renewed the she hopes to 
expand some of the more successful pro¬ 
grams. 

“We definitely want to see the grant con¬ 
tinue for many years to come,” Morris said. 
'The word is getting out about the program 
but more still needs to be accomplished. 
‘Creating community through people, parks 
and programs’ are words to live by. So with 
the assistance of this grant program we can 
continue to offer the residents a community 
without limitations.”

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Local cooks show off in latest Rustic Chef event

Tony Yaquinto and Anthony Senatore 
impressed the judges and audience with their 
culinary skills and imaginative use of ingredi¬ 
ents during the Rustic Chef competition. 


When Bill Schlander and Ray 
Quartrochi opened their cooler 
of ingredients for the Rustic 
Chef competition at 
Maybury Farm recently, 
they had to smile. 

Along with the pep¬ 
pers, potatoes, com on 
the cob, spices and 
tuna steaks, they 
found a bag of 
peanuts and a can 
of Hawaiian 
Punch. 

Their competitors 
in the event, Tony 
Yaquinto and Anthony 
Senatore, having had 
some professional expe¬ 
rience, were also a bit 
bemused by the sweet drink they were required to use in their meal prepara¬ 
tion. They had a plan within a few minutes, however, and were off to Meijer, 
the event sponsor, to purchase additional ingredients to complement, or dis¬ 
guise, what they’d been givea 

The chefs had to use all the ingredients provided in the cooler, which they had 
not seen until that morning, to prepare a meal to dazzle judges Lauren Hess, who 
moderates the Newsmakers show for Comcast Cable, Debra Pope, Alan Goldsmith 
and Susan Willett, publisher of The Journal Newspapers. 

And dazzle they did. 

They had an hour to plan, an hour to shop with the $50 gift certificate Meijer 
provided and an hour to prepare their meal using only a charcoal grill. The plates 
had to be served to the judges at 2 p.m. 

Schlander and Quatrochi prepared miniature Napoleons using potato slices 
filled with grilled tuna slices and zucchini. They topped their creation off with a 
chili flavored sweet sauce which included the Hawaiian Punch. They reduced the 
drink to a syrup in a pan over the hot coals on the grill and then added bottled chili sauce 
and spices to create and sweet and spicy sauce which they also used their presentation 
to maximum effect 

Meanwhile Yaquinto and Senatore grilled the tuna and opened ears of com which 
they spread with a mixture of jalapenos, chopped extra fine and butter. They slathered 
the kernels on the cob, re-husked the ears, minus any comsilk, and placed them on the grill. 

They were cooked to perfection and the combination of the jalapenos and sweetness of the com and butter wowed the judges. 

Their Hawaiian Punch went into a marinade for the tuna steaks, which were then slathered with a black olive and jalapeno tapenade (made right on the spot). They topped this 

with the crushed peanuts to make a light crust, and then put the tuna on the grill until it was done to perfection. (Well, for this judge, anyhow.). 
But the judges were unanimous, the showstopper was the bean salad, made without a recipe and with ingredients on hand by 
Schlander and Quartrochi. 

The combination of textures and flavors would complement just about anything on the grill and it is a per¬ 
fect summer salad or picnic dish. 

Named as the winners of the day, the Schlander and Quartrochi were presented with 
the official iron skilled trophy and the compliments of the judges and crowd. 

The next competition will be the championships at the farm on Sept 30. The 
public is invited and admission to the farm is included.

2 cans cannelini beans (drained) 

1 squeeze of half a key lime 

Va cup olive oil 

Pinch of salt, pepper, oregano, basil

1/8 cup canned, pickled jalapenos, chopped fine 

Vz cup chopped sundried tomatoes 

3 ears roasted com on the cob, kernels removed
